Bonds Continued 


Judge Schinz granted a one-week 


stay of execution, and directed the 
defendants to report to the sheriff 
here at 1 o'clock the afternoon of 
June 14.

The court first sentenced Buck- 


man and George to a flat 
three 


years on each count, and Holt to 
one year on each, the sentences to 
run concurrently. He then amend- 
ed them to the indeterminate sen- 
tences which are prescribed by law. 


"Lacked Good Faith" 


In reviewing the 
case, 
Judge 


Schinz said "The court is satisfied 
the entire setup and transactions 
lacked good faith, being deliber- 
ately 
designed 
and intended to 


evade the law by subterfuge." 


The state charged the defendants 


sought to create the appearance of 
"agency transactions" in the stock 
sales to gain exemption from the 
necessity of registration. 


Before imposing the prison sen- 


tences Vie court said, "if the de- 
fendants could pay a fine, it would 
be a salutary gesture to re_pay the 
investors, but that appears impos- 
sible." 


Counsel for the state had asked

As a matter of general policy, the

Aldermen Brautigam and Steinhauer 


did exactly that last Friday night when 
they arose in council meeting to condemn 
the Post-Crescent for discussing the pav- 
ing fiasco on College avenue, and for pub- 
lishing the reports of the two city-en- 
gaged chemists who condemned it. These 
two gentlemen intimated that the pave- 
ment on College avenue is none of the 
public's business, and that they, as alder- 
men, are thoroughly competent to take 
care of such matters without discussion 
by those who pay the bill. 


It is comforting, of course, to have the 


assurance of Messrs. Brautigam and Stein- 
hauer that the taxpayers need not concern 
themselves about the city's affairs so long 
as these gentlemen are in the council. It 
is quite a relief to know that the city's 
business is in such capable hands that 
the public need not be informed about 
its problems. 


But, in spite of the displeasure of these 


gentlemen, and at the risk of further cen- 
sure from them, the Post-Crescent will 
continue to print the news as it finds it, 
and discuss city affairs when it seems de- 
sirable. We hope Messrs. Brautigam and 
Steinhauer will not be too hard on us. 


THE DUNCAN SENTENCE 


Judge Risjord's decision finding Mr. 


Duncan guilty of manslaughter in the 
first degree, where the minimum penalty 
is five years, and sentencing him under 
the fourth degree manslaughter charge, 
where the minimum 
is one year, has 


aroused a good deal of discussion and crit- 
icism. 


The Milwaukee Journal exposes the 


reasons why Milwaukee has such a splen- 
did record in the way of automobile ac- 
cidents. It finds that in 
the 
criminal 


courts drunken automobile drivers who 
have added to the population of the ceme- 
teries have invariably received a five- 
year sentence. By name it gives the rich 
and poor, the high and low, who found 
justice blindfolded sufficiently to treat 
all alike. Now, says the Journal, an ex- 
ception is made in deference to the politi- 
cal powers at Madison. 


The judge's decision was certainly a 


curious affair. Nowhere do we find any 
authority or precedent for this exercise 
of the executive authority to cut the min- 
imum sentence provided by law. Had the 
judge found Mr. Duncan guilty only of 
fourth degree manslaughter, thus finding 
him not guilty of first degree, he would 
have had much more support in reason 
and logic than to find one offense and sen- 
tence for a lesser one. 


The question whether Mr. Duncan vol- 


untarily became intoxicated should de- 
termine whether or not he was guilty of 
manslaughter in the first degree, "liis 
good rccmd an'! his general abstention 
from akohnhc drinks would have justi- 
fied the conclusion that the mixture of 
beer, whisky and gingerale which finally 
overcame his reason and judgment was as 
much a surprise to him in its effect as to 
those who discovered him in the role of 
an involuntary killer. 


But Judge Risjord is from Ashland, 


and the cold breezes from Lake Superior 
though they occasionally freshen mental 
activities may sometimes benumb them.

FLY FISHING FOR BASS 


By Harold Hollis 
T 


HE EASIEST of all fly rod 
lures to use. and the best ones 
for the novice caster to start 


with are the bass bugs or other 
lures of that class. The technique 
of these lures is very simple and 
since they are made of cork, bal- 
as wood or deer hair, they will 
always float. In using these lures 
the line should be well greased with 
some kind of line dressing so that 
it \vill float. It is difficult to make 
a clean pick up of the lure or to 
hook striking fish if the line sinks. 


These lures require very 
little 


casting. In fact the most noticeable 
difference between a veteran and 
novice base bug fisherman is that 


about three 
as the for- 


mer. The experienced 
fisherman 


will not average more than one cast 
every two minutes. This is indeed 
the most natural presentation of 
these lures for they are designed 
to imitate helpless insects or crip- 
pled minnows lying on the water. 
An occasional twitch with the rod 
tip — about once every half minute 
— heightens the illusion. 


Fishing for big-mouth in Ontario, 


where the bass lie in ledges and 
crevices acound rocky shorelines, I 
found it necessary to let the bug 
lie even longer on the water. In- 
deed. casting more often than once 
every three or four minutes meant 
that we would never see a fish. 


Use Surface Lures 


The surface lures are the most 


interesting to use. for the angler 
sees the fish taking them, but there 
are times when the underwater ar 
tificials are more effective. My own 
favorites in these lures are the spin 
r.er flies, but some anglers prefer

Under (3) "Introducing new spe- 


cies," we find in every county local 
opinion dictating what species of 
fish shall and which shall not be 
planted in all the streams and lakes 
in that county; whereas, this should 
be left entirely 
up to scientific 


study. For instance, there are long 
stretches of many streams barren 
of fish simply because local anglers 
are prejudiced against foreign spe- 
cies, especially the brown trout. 


Last weekend I'fished in a river 


of which local anglers boast be- 
cause it is purely a brook trout 
stream. They take care that nothing 
else is planted. But I found long 
stretches 
of rapids 
too fast for 


brook trout that would be perfect 
for rainbow, and there were some 
places where the water was too 
slow for natives that browns would 
have found just to their liking. 


This matter 
of increasing fish 


density in public waters is a sub- 
ject for careful study and scientific 
research. The conservation depart- 
ment has a newly organized Biol- 
ogy department whose duty, among 
many others, is to make a study of 
the matter here discussed. But this 
is not enough. What we should have 
is a full time lake and stream doc- 
tor with a staff of trained assist- 
ants to make a careful study of 
every lake and stream in the state. 
And then let's do what the doctor 
orders!

The unfortunate twelfth declar- 


er saw a different card led origi- 
nally. At his table the club king 
came out to shatter his equanimity 
and convert him forever into a 
misogynist. Note the diobolical ef- 
fect of that lead. 


East's queen fitted neatly under- 


neath the king now, whether or 
not declarer held up the ace. he 
was sunk. West was in a proposi- 
tion to establish her club suit be- 
fore losing her spade ace, and there 
was nothing that declarer could do 
but accept defeat as graciously as 
possible. 


Nov let us see whether the lead 


was well calculated or 
merely 


"lucky." What did West have to 
lose by selecting the club king in- 
stead of any other club? If South 
had the club queen in addition to 
the ace, the lead of the king would 
neither lose nor gain. The same ap- 
plies to the holding of the guard- 
ed queen by either dummy or East. 
If the queen were blank in either 
dummy or East's hand, however, 
the king lead was vital. The only 
danger of leading the king was to 
find East with the ace. and declar- 
er with the queen. In that case, 
the king lead would lose the chance 
to trap the queen. But surely this 
last was an unlikely contingency. 
Considering the bidding, it was at 
least four to one that either declar- 
er or dummy held the club ace.

The currant worm is a deceitful 


fellow because he starts to eat at 
the bottom of the plant, coming up 
from out of the ground, and often 
does much damage before his pres- 
c .ce is discovered. 
The

worm ij> easy to deal with, however. 
It is only necessary to give thc 
plant a good spraying with arsen- 
ate of lead, either in liquid form 
t • as a dry powder. After the cur- 
rants are fairly well giown. though, 
it may be better not to use this poi- 
son, as there is a possibility that 
some of it may be retained on the 
fruit. The best substitute is helle- 
bore, which soon loses its poisonous 
effect after being exposed to the air. 
although it lasts long enough to 
kill the worms. When using helle- 
bore, remember that it must -be 
fresh. Mixing the hellebore with an 
equal amount of flour helps to make 
it stick.

Waupaca and pronounced the trou- 
ble "ergasilus," an insect that eats 
into the gills of members of the 
sunfish family causing death by 
hemmorhage and suffocation. Bass 
and perch in the lake were left 
untouched. According to Dr. Wood- 
bury, certain unknown conditions 
cause the advent of the ergasilus. 
After the fish dies the insect goes 
back to plant life to await another 
fish. If none appears within a cer- 
tain time it dies. 


Mr. Browne said that one and a 


half million persons came into Wis- 
consin last year because of fishing 
and hunting made possible by the 
cooperation of leagues in their pro- 
pogation of fish and game. 


At present there are 39,000 trout 


in the rearing ponds of the lo- 
cal league, German and speckled; 
these will be planted in the Chain 
o' Lakes as soon as they are a few 
weeks older. Careful attention is 
being given to the matter of food 
and a preparation of ground bone, 
carp and powdered milk is given 
to the young fish by members of 
the league.

Still, just to see how it 
looks, suppose we write this sen- 
tence: "The surest way to prevent 
any country from being drawn into 
war is to prohibit the conscription 
of either money or man-power."

peace has broken out." He knew 
that war gave him his power. If 
the Senator from Oklahoma were 
to read his bill aloud iii the grim 
red granite mausoleum at the In-

New York—Judging by the sudden activity of the communists in this | 


country, their wheeling and ungainly hopping and flapping, they must 
think the American form of government Is in its death threes. They pride | 
themselves on their sense of timing and grow bold only when they feel 
that a nation is in agony. On the record they have repeatedly made 
in Europe, they are very bad judges of the strength 
of nations, for they have repeatedly made the 
mistake of trying to pluck the eyes of a country 
which was not yet dead. The map shows that, except 
in Russia, they have failed wherever they made their 
move, and the net result is a loss of liberty for mil- 
lions of people, a constant threat of another World 
war and a scries of crushing victories for the very 
forces which communism opposes or pretends to. 


Most times it Is impossible to perceive with the 


between life under a communist dictator and life un- 
der a Hitler or a Mussolini. The difference is too small 
to matter, anyway.

The recent communist convention made much of a quotation from

serve their purposes better. True, 
they try to interpret it so, but ob- 
viously Lincoln's words gave equal 
indorsement to a fascist or nation- 
alistic revolution, and a movement 
of this kind, organized in resistance 
to disorder directed from Moscow, 
could, with equal right, flaunt the 
same phrase on its own banners.

Moreover, it will be futile for 


the communists at this late date 
to attempt to convince the Amer- 
icans that the Russian conspiracy 
against their country is an Amer- 
ican, nationalistic movement. Their 
methods are so unmoral, they are 
so long and thoroughly taught in 
conspiracy that 
they cannot put 


themselves in the mind of people 
who remember when they frankly 
proclaimed 
their 
allegiance and 


subservience to Moscow. Nothing 
could be more grotesque than the 
effrontery of the communists in 
pitching woo at the Catholics in 
the hope of effacing momentarily 
their declared purpose to extin- 
guish religion. And only commu- 
nists and fascists, or nazis whose 
mental habits are abnormal, could 
expect anyone to believe such an
